County has becom e the f o u r t h 
S outheast Missouri County to be 
q u ara n tin ed because of rabies out­ 
b reaks, according to Dr. L. A. Ros- 
ner, of Jefferson City, state v eter­ 
inarian. who has announced a coun­ 
tv-wide q u aran tin e requiring con­ 
finem ent of all dogs and cats in 
this county. 
S im ilar q u aran tin es w ere im pos­ 
ed on Scott and C ape G irardeau 
counties on Feb 1 and in Stoddard 
County on Feb. 11. 
T he q u aran tin e order specifics 
that all dogs and cats shall be con­ 
fined and that any such anim als 
found running at larg e shall be 
destroyed. It further specifies that 
im m unization clinics shall be held 
at convenient locations throughout 
the county w here dogs and cats 
m a y be vaccinated for rabies, a c ­ 
cording to Dr. Rosner, who re p re ­ 
sents the Missouri D epartm ent of 
A griculture, under whose jurisdic­ 
tion control of rabies falls. 
While the qu aran tin e order speci­ 
fies dogs and cats only, all live­ 
stock ow'ners are urged to keep 
close w atch on other anim als, tc 
take precautions in the handling of 
any sick anim als and to im m ed i­ 
ately confine a n y anim als acting 
suspiciously. 
All Susceptible 
H orses, rattle, sheep and swine 
are all susceptible to rabies. Live­ 
stock owners should be p a rtic u la r­ 
ly w atchful of anim als, especially 
cattle, w'hich show som e difficulty 
in swallowing, a persistent s tra in ­ 
ing and a change in the tone of the 
voice. 
One or m ore of these sym ptom s 
are seen in practically all cases of 
rabies and if any of th em are ob­ 
served, it w’ould be well for own­ 
ers to call their v eterinarian. E x ­ 
trem e caution should be exercised 
in the handling of all suspicious 
anim als as rabies is readily tra n s ­ 
m itted to hum an beings as well.

In winter, W'e rode in the big 
sled over the roads while Molly 
and Prince made exquisite tracks 
in the snow. Often Mrs. Harrison, 
our good friend and neighbor, would 
pull us along, on Freddie’s bob­ 
sled, behind her carriage and Old 
Nig, their bobtailed horse. 
Even the most staid old work­ 
horse took on elements of gran- 
eur, as he shouldered more than 
his share of every load, in field 
and on muddy roads, or m ajestic­ 
ally pawed ice, so he could drink 
from a frozen pond.

Major Missouri Industry

on the way down.
